Are Too Polite For 
Highest Efficiency 


LONDON, March 7 - (INS) 
, 
The London policeman 
is famed 
for being the most courteous pub­ 
lic servant in the wmrld, and fears 
are now arising among 
the au­ 
thorities that his politeness may 
be detracting from the proper ex­ 
ercise of his duties. 
The question has been aroused 
by Sir Leonard Dunning, Home of­ 
fice inspector of constabulary, in 
j his annual 
report, 
in which 
he 
characterized the London bobbie 
on a visit , as the “handy man of civil life.” 
A London policeman, in a day, 


finds himself compelled, in addi­ 
tion to his proper duties, to attend 
to minor accidents until the am ­ 
bulance arrives, to escort school 
parties 
and women 
across 
the 
street, answ’er inquiries from mo­ 
torists, direct people to various 
offices and places of amusement, 
state the time and place of sta r­ 
ting of the last bus or train, com­ 
fort lost children, and investigate 
street accidents and collisions.

Rabbi Schwartz, 
however, contends that according 
to Hebrew law, the old church con­ 
stitutes a burial ground and there­ 
fore any Jew attending services 
there must perform the ablutions 
incumbent on the race after visit­ 
ing a cemetery. 
The dispute has been referred 
to Beth Din. the Ecclesiastical 
Court of the United Synagogues of 
the British Empire.
